Claim Objections 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

5. Claims 1-2 are being rejected under 35 U.S.C, 102(a) as being clearly anticipated by 
Mclellan et al. 

Claims 1-2 are product-by-process claims: 

Note that a "product by process" claim is directed to the product per se, no matter how actually made, In re 
Hirao, 190 USPQ 15 at 17 (footnote 3). See also In re Thorpe, 227 USPQ 964, 966; In re Luck, 177 USPQ 523; 
In re Fessmann, 180 USPQ 324; In re Avery, 186 USPQ 161; In re Wertheim, 191 USPQ 90 (209 USPQ 554 
does not deal with this issue); and In re Marosi et al., 218 USPQ 289, all of which make it clear that it is the 
patentability of the final product per se which must be determined in a "product by process" claim, and not the 
patentability of the process, and that an old or obvious product produced by a new method is not patentable as a 
product, whether claimed in " product by process" claims or not. Note that applicant has the burden of proof in 
such cases, as the above case law makes clear. See also MPEP 21 13. 

Claims 1-2 does not distinguish over the Mclellan et al. references regardless of the 
process used to cut the semiconductor devices into individual semiconductor packages, because 
only the final product is relevant, and not the process of making such as cutting into individual 
semiconductor packages. 

Mclellan et al. teaches the saw-singulated leadless plastic chip carrier. Mclellan et al. 
discloses a matrix of lead frames. The lead frames include die-attach pads that are suspended by 
tie bars, which are formed with leads. A semiconductor die is mounted on the die-attached pad. 
An encapsulation then seals the semiconductor die and the die-attached pad. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

8. Claim 3 is being rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mclellan et 
al. (U.S. patent # 6,229,200) in view of Ebihara (U.S. Patent # 5,753,535). 

Claim 3 is being rejected for the same reasons as stated for claim 1. However, Mclellan 
fails to explicitly show the hollows formed from the lead frames. Ebihara shows the hollows 
formed from the division of the lead frames. Therefore, it would have been obvious to form the 
hollows of Ebihara with the structure of Mclellan. The formation of these hollows would allow 
for ease of cutting when dividing the lead frames
